She 
thinks she may have lain on the floor, but she cannot be certain 
because she v;as in a state of shoclc, Mrs, HUETT stated she did 
not know hovi long it was before the police arrived.

Drive, Los'^T^^eTes, California,- v/as contacted near the Greek 
Theater, Griffith Park, and furnished the follov.'ing information:

Mark IV, California license plate 7^9 GNB in the vicinity of 
2600 Outpost Drive at approximately 6:A5 a.m., on May I7, 197^.

Shortly after the group commandeered SUTTER’ s car, 
they made it knovm they v;ere dissatisfied. They talked of 
finding another vehicle, and at one point the female driver, 
believed to be EMILY HARRIS, exited .SUTTER ' s car with the 
Intention of stealing a replacement. She returned a short 
time later saying only that she had been unsuccessful. 

In mld-mornlng, after repeatedly driving about, first 
in one direction, and then in another, SUTTER' s abductors 
stopped at on unknown service station where they then obtained 
a Los Angeles street map. They drove a while longer, apparently 
still in the same general area, before someone coirmiented that 
they could not find Gage Street, Ba'sed on the fact that Gage 
Street is located well to the south of central Los Angeles, 

FRAirA SUTTER assumed that the unknovjn persons were attempting 
to find a south Los Angeles address.

When the female, probably HARRIS, left the car at 
approximately 1L:S0 a.m., she never returned. SUTTER felt 
it v;as possible that she stole or somehow obtained another 
vehicle, and this vehicle was later used as a svjitch vehicle 
in Griffith Park. He emphasized that this was only' a possibi- 
lity as he never personally observed another vehicle. 

Throughout the approximate six and one half hours 
that SUTTER was forced to lay on tlie back floor of his car, it. 
VJas apparent that the male was in charge. He v.’as the only 
person to identify himself ss a member of the Symbionese 
Liberation Army and -he even discussed his political philosophy. 
He acknowledged that the group to which he belonged could not 
defeat the United States Government but claimed they vjere 
making their positions known. He stated there v;ould be no 
hesitancy to engage in violence if it served their purpose, 
SUTTER denied that there was any threat of reprisal if he 
was cooperative v.’ith the FBI or other law enforcement agency, 

SUTTER stated he vjas not certain, but the second 
girl, the one with the dark, curly hair, could possibly have 
been PATRICIA HEARST. He could not- recall seeing any moles 
or other distinguishing marks on lier face, but felt that her 
general appearance resembled PATRICIA. 

The two park (department employees that SUTTER spoke 
■v;ith prioi’ to finding his abandonee^ vehicle 'rere standing at 
the west end of the Griffith Park Tunnel. SUTTER described 
them only as one black male and one v.'l'iite male, Tliey were 
seated next to a yollovj panel truck with side vjindows and 
appcaroc] to be looking at a map.

SUTTER related he left hoine about 6:^0 a,m., 
to h.is office. He vJas driving a 1973 dark brov/n over gold 
Lincoln Continental Hark IV, California license 7I19 GMB. About 
d;A5 a, id., as he approached 2600 Outpost Drive, SUTTER observed 
two young females standing at the side of the road hitchhiking 
they v>ere college girls seeking a ride to school, 

SUTTER pulled over and stooped. As the girls entered the car 
each pul lea a handgun from their waistbands and told SUTTER thev 
needed to use his vehicle. SUTTER Immediately turned off the 
motor and prepared to got out when the girls instructed him to 
stay v^nere he v.'as. They said they did not want to hurt him 
but he could not Leave and if he gave them any trouble, they 
would shoot him. ■ / j 


SUTTER furnished the descriptions of the two girls 
as set forth bolov;, {it is noted that SUTTER ]ias a 2 ^ year 
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old daughter v;ho io 5 feet 2 Inches tall and weighs 110 
pc’Jids, and he ir.ade reference to her v/hen, providing the 
follov.’ing description):

SUI’TER noted that vjhen the girls opened their coats 
to drav? their weapons they appeared to be viearing a second 
Jacket and possibly a second complete set of clothing.

(not further described), SUTTER advised that he sav; no one 
else In the area during the time they v;ere on Outpost Drive 
such as acquaintances, mailmen, milkmen, etc., who could have 
observed the abduction.

WIIjLIAM HARRIS told 
SUTTER that he did not want to bi;rt him, but if SUTTER gave the 
^rOjUp any trouble, they would have to shoot him v/ith their

identified hiinself as a Symbionese 
and periodically throughout the time 
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whjll!? th3y held SUTTER captive, V/ILLIAM HARRIS spoke of the| 
Syiibionese Liberation Amy's political philosophy, VJILLIAM; 
HARRIS acknov.Oedr.ed that the groiip could not defeat the 
United Stater. Government, but claimed that due to their 
activities their political philosophy was now being lieard. 

He further advised that the Symblonese Liberation Army was 
not bound to violent activity, but there would be no hesitancy 
in using, violent tactics if it served their purpose. WILLIAJ'l 
HARRIS said they vjere fighting to survive and could not be 
concerned vJlth individuals such as SUTTER. 

Shortly after VJILLIAIi .HARRIS Joined the group he 
told SUTTER they vjould only keep his car for a couple of , 
hours. V/hen they were through vrith it, they would call some- 
one to come and release SUTTER. SUTTER, when asked for his 
telephone numbers, voluntarily provided both his home and 
business numbers, thinking that someone vjould be at one of 
these locations. As he spoke, female number tvio wrote the 
numbers on a pacV:age of v.'bat appeared to be folded papers 
approximately four inches by two inches and one half an inch 
thick. These papers 'were held together with rubber bands and 
vje re approximately the siz-e of paper currency. 

After the above brief discussion, WILLIAl'i HARRIS 
said he vranted SUTTER to get into the trunk, SUTTER explained 
that the trunk vjas full of golf clubs and other equipmient and 
that ho viO\ild not fit. UILLIAM HAIt^IS, after considering the 
risk of being ob.served while unloading these items and aban- 
doning them along side the road, decided to let SUTTER lie dovjn 
on the floor of the back seat, (At this point SUT'TER and the 
Interviewing Agents vjent to the 1973 Lincoln Continental where 
SUTTER demonstrated the position he was forced to assume.) 

SUTTER instructed each of the girls how to operate 
the electric seats and liod them move both front bu,cket seats 
in the full forvjard position. He then laid on his stomach on 
the floor and V/ILLIAil HARRIS covered him vrith the previously 
described rose colored blanket. V.'IIjLIaM HARRIS, vjho v;as 
sitting on the right side of the back seat, swung around and 
put Jiio feet on the seat. 

Just before SUTTER moved to the floor he noticed that 
WIiLXAM HARRIS had a want ad section of a nevjspaper (possibly 
th i '‘Los Angeles Times") laying beside him. A short time later. 


- 


S^TEH could hear V/ILLIaF^ HARRIS fumbling with the paper I 
S3 if he vjas reading it. After a few minutes, WILLIAM ! 
HARRIS made a statement to the effect, "it must be here", 
or "this must be it". SUTTER could not recall hearing the 
rustle of the newspaper after that and he noted it vjas not 
in his car when he later recovered it. 

After SUTTER had taken his position on the rear 
floor, EMILY HARRIS drove a short distance to the north, made 
a U-turn, and proceeded south along Outpost Drive, Before 
they had traveled far, SUTTER recalled hearing WILLIAM HARRIS 
ask something to the effect, "Are we still going to Griffith 
Park?" EMILY HARRIS replied, "Yes". 

As nearly as SUT'TER could determine, the car was 
driven to Franklin Avenue and then turned toward the east. 

It was noted that SUTTER did not remember making a stop at 
Franklin Avenue, even though there is a traffic light at that 
location, which is operated by means of a flush roadway 
triggering device, SUTTER concluded that if they avoided 
mailing a full stop, as it seemed, one of three things must 
hove happened. Either there wos another vehicle ahead of 
them that triggered the light, jillilLY HARRIS ran the light, or 
they turned prior to reaching P'ronklin Avenue. 

After the left turn vjog made they drove in an 
easterly direction for several blocks. They then made another 
left turn and SUTTER believes at this point they vjere heading 
north. The car sccm^ed to go uphill and to wind about for 
several more blocks. After approximately fifteen to thirty 
minutes from the time they left Outpost Drive, the car came to 
a stop and EMILY HAl^RIS got out. As she prepai’ed to close the 
door, WILLIAi-' HARRIS warned SUTTER to pull his head back out 
of t)ie way of the door. As lie did so the blanket slipped back 
off Iris head, uncovering his eyes. Five to ten minutes later, 
EMILY HARRIS returned to the cor, When she opened the door, 
SUTTER vjas able to see she was wearinr; multi-colored slacks 
(specific colors not recalled) and bright colored red or green 
shoes. The shoes v/ere made of soft cloth-like material and 
were without soles, such as a slipper or moccasin. 
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( During this brief period SUTTER v^as able to J 

serve a tv.’o or three story b\illding at a distance of f 
af)proxitna tely 100 feet. The building^ believed to be at 
least 15 years old, vjas possibly an apartnent house. It 
had a stucco finish, beige, yellovj, or light brovm in 
color. On the v;all facing SUTTER v;as a stucco finished 
protrusion extending diagonally from the lo^ 1 ^er left side to 
the upper right side, SUTTER was of the opinion that the 
"add-on" feature v;o5 possibly a stairway. SUTTER further 
recalled that the car was pari^ed on an older asphalt surface 
with at least four parking stripes painted parallel to the 
back of the building. _ The stripes, vjhich appeared to be 
designated parking slots, had not been painted for three or 
four years. SUTTER could not recall seeing any other cars, 
buildings, trees, or people in the area. 

SUTTER did not know If El'IILY HARRIS had gone into 
the building he observed and could not be certain that the 
girl who returned vjas the same Individual, although he be- 
lieved she was. He emphasized that he kept his head down as 
he had been instructed and 'was only able to see t!ie female's 
legs and I'eet. SUTTER recalled that v.'hen the girl saw that 
his head was uncovered she immediately reached dovm and 
replaced the blanket. 

After making the apartment house stop, the group 
proceeded to v’hat appeared to be a freeway. After driving for 
an unknovm period of time along an unknovin route, the' car was 
stopped and, EMILY HARRIS indicated she was going to "go get 
another car", SUTTER explained that prior to that time VjILLIAM 
HARRIS had made several comments that tliey had to find another 
car. He made no reference to a specific make or model. After 
EMILY liARRIS had been gone for ten to fifteen minutes, she 
returned, saying only that she was unsuccessful. 

SUTTER related that v;hen he vjas abducted he had the 
car radio set on KEAC, a semi-classical station. The group 
Kept the radio tuned to this station the entire day and 
occasionally SUi'TER vias able to detect an announcement of the 
time. He admitted, however, that he was so scared that he 
failed to relate any particular happening with specific times 
aril that liis attempts to estimate times were at best qualified 
gufesses. 
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I About 10:00 a.m.j after driving over a series of 

rc^gh and hilly roads, they stopped on vjhet ivas believed t 
be a high point, EidlLY HARBIS asV:ed SUTTER vjhere the car’s 
flaslier sv;itch was located. Before he could reply he heard 
her turn the headlights on. SUTTER stated he was av;are of 
this because his Lincoln had concealed headlights and he 
could bear the motor that retracts the cover and exposes the 
headlights. The group remained at this location for about 
fifteen minutes and then, v/ithout any explanation, the lights 
v?ere turned off and they departed, SUTTER advised that 
during this stop he heard traffic noises, indicating nearness 
to a main road . 

During this general period (SUTTER could not remember 
if it was before or after the hilltop stop), VJILLIATi HARRIS 
took gutter’s v;allet. He removed .‘p250 in cash and told SUTTER 
he could consider it a type of loan. SUTTER did not observe 
UILLIAM HA]^RIS when he had his v.'allet, but a later examination 
of it revealed that only SUTTER’ s money v;as missing. 



The next thing that SIARTER could remember occurring, 
probably about 10:30 o.m,, was v.'hen EMILY HARRIS again exited 
the car v.’ith the apparent intention af making a telephone call. 
SUTTER could not explein why he though.t EEILY HARRIS v;as calling, 
but remembered that when she returnecj she.said something to the 
efi'ect, "it v;as sure good to talk to them. They were glad to 
hear from rno as v;e have not talked for several days". SUTTER 
advised that EMILY HARRIS got emt of tdie car about six times 
during tbc cjorning and most, '^.t noi. ?;li of these departures, 
were believed to relate to te^ephene calls. 


After the 10:30 a.m., telephone call, WILLIAM HARRIS 
told SUT'TER tliat things ivere getting 'flaky". He said it vjoulu 
take longer to work things out tlian expected. UILLIAH HARRIS 
also told SUTTER he realised he was uncomfortable, but said 
sometimes people have to make sacrifices, WILLIAH KARRIS 
claimed he personally lind spent many liours lying on the floor 
of a car. He further advised he had just spent a painful night 
with a handcuff on one hand and finally had to obtain a hacksaw 
and cut it off. 

j Approximately 11:00 a.m,, after the car was again* 

driven n considerable distance (dJ.roction and route unVenown),' 
they stopped at a deadend street, possibly a cul-de-sac. From 
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oiAslde the car SUTTER heard an unknown individual (probablj 
a white inalc) saying something to the effect, "if you tell 1 
me wl^ere you want to go. I'll tell you bo'w to get out"* 

VhILLIAki HARRIS replied by saying, "We sure don't v/ant to go 
to the university". 

After driving another several minutes, the car 
stopped and EKtlLY HARRIS again got out. She returned a short 
time later and SUTTER heard the rustle of paper in the front 
seat. ]le believed EMILY HARRIS had obtained a map, but em- 
phasized this was only a hunch and could furnish no specific 
facts to substantiate it, SUTTER noted that he heard no 
significant noises such as would be associated with a service 
station, a logical source of maps. 

The group drove about in a seemingly aimless 
fashion before making an unexpected stop at the side of the 
road, WILLIAM HARRIS lov;ered the rear viindovj and yelled to 
someone outside the car, "Wliere is East Gage Street?" SUTTER 
could not hear a response. 

As near as SUTTER could tell, they drove around for 
several minutes more, finally stopping at what was possibly a 
small shopping center. He based this on the traffic and con- 
versation sounds coming from outside the car, SUTTER estiinated 
they arrived at this location about 12:00 Noon. After the 
group had been there for approximately fifteen minutes, EMILY 
HARRIS departed. The others had remained in' the car for an 
additional fifteen minutes v;hon feir:ale number tv;o slid over 
into the driver' s position and V/ILLIAM HARRIS moved to the 
front seat.

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"On or about Kay 7, 1974 tha residence 833 West 
84th Street was put up for rent. On Kay 10, 1974 , 

I got a telephone call from an unknown female 
inquiring about the 833 residence. I told her it 
was still for rent. A short time later, approximately 
3:00 p.m. , a v.'hitc female, Susan Rivera, came to 
my residence inquiring about the rental of 833. 

I recognized the voice and asked her if she had 
just called on the telephone. She replied yes. 

Rivera claimed she wanted to rent a residence for 
herself and her husband, who was employed as a 
painter. I took Rivera to the 833 address and did 
not observe any vehicles she might have used for 
transportation nor did I see anyone that may have 
accompanied her. 


"She walked through the residence which was 
unfurnished. She asked me unusual questions about 
the back entrance, the backyard, the residence over 
the back fence, etc. She indicated that it would 
be alright, except it had no stove or refrig erator, 
I told her that 1 knev; a man named* 


who could g et th ese 

appl.rancGs for her cheap. I contacted and 

introduced him to Rivera at the 833 address at 
wha^ch time he agreed to provide Rivera with a stove 
and refrigerator for $60.00. Rivera gave him 
$30.00 and agreed to pay the remai ninu pa yment two 
or three days later aii6 gave it to’ "™'“ 


"I left the 833 address af ter had 

delivered t]ie appliances. Susan R:werawas a white, 
female, age 28, 5*5", slender, long brov^n hair, 
very polite, wore a brown outfit, brown coat, 
outdoor clothing, ruddy complexion, no makeup or 
jev;Glry . 


"She paid $35.00 cash for two weeks and said 
her husband would pay balance later. Eefore^jHfflfc 
arrived with the appliances another white fej'n^je^^ 
arrived and I asked her name and she said her name 
was Susan also. I said I didn't believe that and 
I said I v;ould call her "Sue". "Sue" was

I When "Sue" first walked up I said "You look familiar, I 
\ haven't I seen you on T.V.?" She said "No, I'm 
not that luc’^y" or something to that affect. I 
returned to riy residence prior to G:00 p.m, and a 
short time later "Susan" and "Sue" came to my 
residence both carrying flight bags with zippers 
across the top. We began talking and I asked 
them if they had any identification. They both 
were seated at the time and each opened their 
flight bags and brought out machine guns pointing 
them at me initially. They said this is all the 
identification we need. I agreed with them and 
they were smiling the v^hole time. The three of 
us talked about Malcolm X, poor whites, and the 
blacks. The conversation lasted for about 15 or 
20 minutes. I felt that they were trying to find 
out what I thought about these topics as opposed to 
sharing their viev/h. They both put their machine 
guns back into the flight bags and left. 

"About two hours later a man came to the door 
and had to identify himself several times as I 
had difficulty in iiearing him. He finally said 
"I am the husband." I opened the door and allov;ed 
him to enter and I now describe him as a male, 

Negro, age 30, 5' 10", medium build, wearing dark 
outdoor type clothing and a knit multicolored hat. 

He said "I am Cinque." I said "You don't look 
li]:G him. " He said "How’ do you think I have gotten 
as far as I have. I have changed my appearance." 

He initiated a conversation and I felt he was 
trying to find out vjhat my thoughts were about 
the plight of the black man and the poor white. 

He showed to me a photograph of a group of people 
with guns. He said he was not going to hurt me 
but that his friends in the neighborhood knew of 
me and implied that if I should betray him there 
v;ould be retaliation against myself or my family. 

I told Cinqvic "When you leave don't, leave me 
bloody," Cinque said "Don’t believe that bull 
shit on the radio. Wo' re out to help ail the 
people not just blacks." Cinque told me to come 
by the house in about 20 minutes. 
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"I went to the house at 833 and knocked four 
tijTies as instructed , The door opened and I was greeted 
by Cinque. There were about six people in a circle ’■ 
sitting on the floor and an unknown number sleeping in 
the bedroom . There were also people posted as guards . 

As I entered Susan was behind the front door with a 
machine guii . Cinque took me over to the circle of 
people who we3;e drin];ing beer and wine and socializing, 
Cinque introduced me to all of them but I don’t recall 
all their names , They all had nicknames like “Mumba” 
or something . I remember the "Sue " and "Susan" were 
present arid a white male named "Wolf" or an animal 
sounding name. "Wolf" was a young white male with blond 
hair and goatee almost white r approxiinotely 5 ' 8" and 
slender build. Cinque also pointed to a white female 
and said "You know licr. That's Tania, Patty Hcarst." 
"Does she look kidnaped?" and everyone laughed including 
the girl. Tania appeared to me to bo wdiite female, 
approximately 20 years of age , blond hair "short 
cropped " just below the ears; . I shook hands wi th her 
and she was sitting in the circle with a short carbine 
near her. I don ' t know much about guns but believed 
it to be a automatic gun as Cinque said they have 
nothing else but automatic guns . I commented that I 
had seen Patty's picture and recogni zed her, Cinque 
said "We just gave her a knov.’ hairdo and it's hard to 
tell it is her", I agreed . Cinipie said we cut her hair 
short and said the hair is in the back of the house . 
Tania shov.'ed off her nev; shoi't hair cut and everyone 


laughed . Cinque said he had been abused and mistreated 
in prison and they v;ould never get liim back in there 
again, as if he desired a conf ron ta tion . I socialized 
v;i til tlien for a v;hi le and noticed that they all wore 
outdoor typo clotlti ng and boots . A1 1 of the people 
vjore armed vjith rifles and pistols. Wa talked about 
tlie poor and the black pliglit. They also laughed about 
the big bank robbeiry " caper *' and hov.’ Uliey have the 
police and F)il running all over. During one point of 
the conversat:ion Cinque made a statement as to how 
they v.’ere going to shoot the police a t: vjhi oh time the 
individual introduced as Wolf gi'inncd with his carbine 
held diagonally across his chest. 1 recall that Cinque 
also referred ho the fact that they wore attempting to 


-ipy/- 
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join up with "the caravan". After a. short time 
Cinque said that they had to liave a meeting and 
excused me, I left by way of the back door and 
returned to my residence, 

"I don't recall how majiy times or on what days 
I visited Cinque and the others but I'm sure it 
was on at least three occasions between the tenth 
of May and the sixteenth. During 'thtse visits I 
spoke with Cinque and he would ask ln>e if police 
activity had increased in n^ighdiip^hood . He 

asked if I could get him ,357 guns, 'asked me to 
get stolen plates or help find more houses in w^hich 
to stay. I told him I couldn't* On one occasion 
either the first night or second night I got one 
bottle of Ticadama vjine at a nearby store . During 
one of the visits vjith Cinque one of the girls said 
that Hearst had been in with them for a long time. 
She also told me that Hearst was "soft" at first 
but she was getting "harder". 

"After my initial introduction to Cinque, 
each time he greeted me or bid me farev?ell, he 
.would clasp me firmly in his arms and each time 
I had a chilling feeling that at any moment I 
might be shot. I noticed that the lights were 
always off in the residence and there was no heat 
used. The only lighting used that I observed was 
a camping lantern on May 10, 1974 when I first 
met the individuals in the house . 

"0]i my first visit to the house on May 16, 1974 
I passed the time of day and noticed that the 
house was darkened as always and someone was on 
guard. Cinque indicated that the area was "heating 
up" and it w'as time to move, I left after a short 
time and returned for a second time that day 
during early ' evening, Cinque was angry and said 
they liad to go because "Susan" had gotten a parking 
ticket on the van and the police would know where' 
they W’ere staying , During this conversation Cinque 
pointed to a closet in the house and stated *' I 
have enough grenades to blow up those bastards "

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roeaniny the police. Cinque also offered me a 
carbine stating tliat I could stay and fight or I i 

could leave, I chose to leave. Cinque also stated | 
that they would have to steal some more cars for 
transportation. 

"I did not see the Hears t girl after the 
first night but s]ie could have been there as the 
house was alv;ays so dark that I could see hardly 
anyone. Cinque told me that, the police had been 
driving by all night and that sonieone was watching 
from the Starlight ^5otel across the street and at 
a distance. 

"Cinque asJ'.ed me to go to pru chase three bottles 
of the sane vjine which I did and returned about 
10:00 p.m. with the wine. I knevj they were going 
to leave soon but not sure when, so I returned to 
my residence. I woke up about 3:00 a.m.. May 17, 1974 
and cJiecked on the residence from a distance but 
could not tell if they had left yet, and returned 
to my house. 1 had been asked by Cinque to return 
that night to deliver a message but I did not go 
back as I feared for my life.

TIMOTHY was exhibited a series of photographs depicting 
black and v;hite males and vjhite females by SA CHA^l3ERLAIN, From 
these photographs he picked the photographs of CAMILLA CHRISTINE 
HALL and DONALD DAVID DEFREEZE as being identical to two indivi- 
duals whom he observed at the residence of MINNIE LEWIS, 1466

The black 
male, v.ihoin JOHNSON identified as LEPREHZE, stated that he had 
seen the light on and v.'onOered if the "sisters" could help 
him, as he hod a flat tire and some' other, vehicle difficulty. 
JOHNSON stated that BREN-C.i DANIEL S , • a neip;hbor who was staying 
at the house, went tct'TFf^ dddr*^TETi spolce with DEFREEZE. JOHNSON 
also advised that the residence at 1^66 East 5^th Street be- 
longed to her cousin, MINNIE LEVJIS, who vj&s asleep in her bedroom 
with lier boyl'rlend at the time DEFREEZE came to the door. 

JOHNSOI: then advised that LEWIS' boyfr5.end stated, "Let them 
come in". She further stated that DEFREEZE said, "I've got to 
move my van and pai’l: it somewhere", JOHNSON remembers saying to 
someone that she did not trust him,, referring to DEFREEZE.

She did not knov? hovj t)ie fire st-arted, but remembers 
CAMILLA HALL v.’nl!:ing arounci the house earlier, holding two 
bottles, containing some liquid, v.irlch JOiUtSOM believed to be 
a "boMib". She said that the seven year old boy, TONY TIGER, 
was also asleep in one of the bsdr'ooins ’.ohen the shooting ‘ 
started, and she v;as relieved to see .that he had gotten out 
of t)ie hourje safely. 

Although JOHNSON made no complaint of pain or dis- 
comfort, at approxii.'.a toly 7 •30 p.in., it was noted tiiat tliere^ 
v.’a| blood on the seat of the emergency vehicle v;here she w.vf/ 
silting. She was examined insi.de the vehicle by Loo Angeles 
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Police Depar'ciTient Of fleer and one of the 

aiTil\ilance drivers, whereupon it vjas determined that her * 
wounds reoulred more attention than the emergency vehicle 
could provide. At this time, CHRISTIME JOHNSON was driven 
in tile vehScle to California Hospital at. lAth__^id Hope 
Streets. She was chocked in the 

Emergency Room of the hospital and then taken to X-ray for 
f\irthcr examination. It was determined that she had a 
bullet wound which entered and exited her left thigh. The 
iiospital released thu'.t information to th e press . After

17, 197^. 

At 8:30 p.m,, prior to admission, JOHNSON vias 
advised of her constitutional rigi^ts as indicated on Interroga- 
tion; Advice of Rights form FD-395j which vjas witnessed by Special 
Agents of the FBI, and members of the Los Angeles Police Depart- 
mont. JOHNSON, at that time, voluntarily vjalved iier rights, 
acknovjledging this by signing the above-mentioned form, and 
stated thai'. she felt "much better nov;", and vjas willing to 
ta Ik .

At this point, the Los Angeles Police Department 
procracGd a tope recorder and it was decided that the Interview 
v;ould be sumniarized on tape, allowing JOHNSON to narrate in 
her ovm VJordc, the recent events regarding the members of the 
SLA, and the subsequen t shooting. ~ The Interviev.’ was conducted 
in the presence of SAs 
of t)ic Los Angeles Office of the FBI. 


This interview on tape v^as completed, after which 
time officers from the Los Angeles Police j:)eparttTient secured 
tliG area and stood guard at the entrance to Room 279, where 
JOHNSON was located. 


Special Agents of the FBI vjero v^ith JOHNSON from the 
time she exited from the residence at 1A66 East 5^^th Street, 
until the morning of May l8, 197^1, when she was left at Cal- 
ifol'nla Hospital In the custody of the Los Angeles Police 
Department .

CARR vfHs asl'^ed if she had any knovjledge that 
CHRISTINE JOHMRCUJ, BREMDA RANIELS, or EMl/iA LKE LEWIS had 
known any of the Individuals now present at 1A65 East 5iith 
Street previously. She replied .that she did not. She vjas 
also asked if she had any idea why CEPREEZE had picked EMMA 
LEE’s house as a refuge and she once more, replied that 
she did not, CARR stated she had stayed in EMMA LEE’s house 
for only approximately I 5 minutes after returning from the 
store^ and that siie had probably left the residence around 
5:00 p.m, CARR advised the only people vjho are permanent 
residents of that liouse are her daufdnter, EMMA LEE L-JV.'IS, 
her gveanddaughter LAVETTE^ age 6, and CHRISTINE JOHNSON, 
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TBIOTHY LEVJIS, arse 11, 1193 East 5Sth Street, v;as 
intervieviecJ in the presence of tiis grandmother, MARY CARR, 
and Inveollgotor Eos Angeles Pollee Depart- 
ment. TDIOTRY related the foLlovjinrc information: 

At about 1:30 p,n., or shoi’tly thereafter, v.'hen he 
got ont of school on May 17^ 197^^ he went to CHRISTINE JOHNSON'S 
house at 1^'66 East 9^lth Street. V/hen he knocked on the door and 
then opened it, there V;as a male Negro standing almost in the 
door. V.'hen ho started to go inside the front room, the man told 
him to go Into "that room", and pointed tov.'ard the bedroom. In- 
stead, TIMOTHY said vjhcn he sav.' the guns on this man, he turned 
aro\ind. and ran o\)t the door. Just as he got avjay from the house, 
his playmate, DANNY (LAST NAME UIIivTJOV.fN ) , came up to him and 
TIMOTIf!!' told him of what he had just seen, and they decided to 
go back to tlie house.

TIMOTHY also identified a photograph of ANGELA ATWOOD 
as being one of t)iO v.'hite girls in the bouse.

Mr, BP^A.SLEY did not make any effort to talk viith 
cither individual and stated he vsss not alert to anv of their 
personal charocteristics or descriptions . 

To his best recollection, neither of the above males

liiovements, but made no attempt to restrict them in any way. 

IJe observed no weapons. 

Unknown male number one remained only a shoi’t time 
in tJie livingroom before leaving. Unknown male number two was 
in the bedroon with EMMA LEB (LAST ni\m UJIKJIOVJN), where he was 
sitting on the bed. BEASLEY believed tiiat the people at the 
residence v;ere all drinVclng, howeveTj he observed no peculiar 
beliavior and stated the atmosphere was relatively calm and 
relaxed. 

When shown an array of photographs, including knov/n 
membors of the SLA and PATRICIA IIEARST, BEADLEY advised he 
coulci make no positive identifies tlon regarding any of these 
members. The only observation that BEAELEY made that seevr-cd 
to him to bo unusual at the time he arrived v;2S a light brovm 
cr.i| (not further described) parlred in the nriveway. He statid 
that it was unusual because most visitors at the JOHNSON residence 
usiailly park on the street; 
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BF.ASr..SY x-e iterated the fact that he stayed for 
approxiinatelv ^,0 to o'> iriinuteo and then loft fcr vjork. When 
be’ announced' Iris departure, JOHhSOM rec us s ted. money ri’om him 
to 'purchase food otampo , He refused thio request, but later 
stated he (xave her too collars so she could go visit a 
uncle in a local ho.spital.

DANIELS then advised she really liad been sleaplng there and in 
the early morning hours of May I 7 , 197^i, ahe was av:akened by 
noise froai some people she hod never seen before, one of whom 
was a^^Negro male. She heard him say, "Don't nobody leave this 
house , and then he introduced himself and several young white 
people. DANIELS said the group brought ip four suitcases, one 
or more of which were shaped lilce they would carry a guitar, 
but when opened there were guns in them v;hich were laid out on 
the floor. She said these cases and other guns and several 
green bogs full of bullets were brought In from a blue van which 
had been parked on East 54th Street, at a white house with a red 
roof.

Upon arriving at the house, ROSS was met bj’' EMMA LEE, 
who invited him into the house ni:id then into th© living room* 
ROSS said he observed r>!5!A LEE' c four children in th© house and 
also a BRENDA (Last Naitie Unkno^'m) (LNU) * BRLlfDA was described as 
an 18 year old black woman with short hair, approximately 5' 9*** 
v;hilc sitting in the living room, ROSS observed a nm>ibGr of 
suitcases lined up against one of the walls of the living room* 
ROSS observed a door leading to the rear portion of the bouse 
closed, and at ono time Ei'3iA LEE ' 3 young son attempted to open 
the door and found same to be locked* 


While visiting in the front room of this house, a 
sister of BRENDA' a smmioned BRENDA from the front yard, inquiring 
about a "Whito coat belonging to BRENDA'S si.ster* An argument 
and fight ensued between the two sisters wherein the two women 
began to fight with bottles* A ' crowd of people was drav?n to the 
scene, and EMI-IA LEE left the house to stop tho fight, ROSS said 
he also went to the front porch of tho house to witness the incidor 
and at that time four people wearing black berets exited from the 
rear of the house due to the fight and excitement caused by it* 

RO SS said ho obse rved a uniform ed p olice officer at the intersec tic- 
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of Copipton snd 54"^^ Street directing traffic. He was unable 
to corimcnt if any of the four beret-wearing individuals 
observed the officor. 

ROSS said that tho four individuals who exited from 
the rear of the house made 210 statements to him and his curiosity 
was not aroused as to why they were visiting his friend E^D•^A 
LEE* Ho said tho black male asked H-U-IA LEE to go to a nearby 
liquor store for the purpose of purchasing beer and wine, 
giving EMIIA LEE $10, El4lA lAilE depai’tod the scene with BRENDA 
and never returned to the home* He believed three of Et-EIA LEE* s 
children left tlio house in the company of their ^mother. Tho 
four boi’ot— ^rearing individuals returned to the inside of the 
house, along v:ith EMMA LEE’s son TOMY, accompanied by ROSS* 

At this time the four individuals picked up tho suitcases, 
which appeared to be very heavy, and I'Tont to the rear of tho 
house leaving ROSS and TONY on the front porch of the house. 

ROSS advised ho was watching a telovision program, 

Tho Throe Stooges, vihen he heard someone announce from outside 
the horioe to ”como out r-jith your hands up." Ho said he ignored 
this coromand as he vras pus'.zlod . Howovor, ho hoard one of the 
individuals in the rear of the house cay that they were not 
coming out of tho house, ROSS recalled that he asked those 
individuals what was "going on," and they replied in a negative 
manner, saying they were not leaving the house, A second 
command v;as heard by ROSS from outsido of the houco ordering 
the individuals inside the house to surrender. At this time 
ROSS exited from the house by moans of tho front door Vihoro ho 
observed police officers suri'ounding the house, and ho immediately 
surrondored himself when a police officer fij-’ed a toar gas round 
into the hoiiss, ROSS said the only individuals in tho house at 
this time w'ero the four berot-wearing individuals and TOIIY,

When my brother arrived at 
my sister's house, he told us that the SLA was 
presently located at Christine's house which I 
knev-' was on 54th Street' in Los Angeles, Myself, 
along with my sister, proceeded to mj mother's 
house vdiich is located at 5219 South Ascot Street 
ill Los Angeles. When ^-je arrived at my mother's, 
house, I immediately proceeded to Chi'is tine's 
house on 54th Street where the SLA v;as supposedly 
staying. V/hile I was en route to this particular 
house, I met my other sister, Shirley, who told me 
that the SIA vjas at Christine's house, and that I 
should not go over there. Being very interested 
in tJie mission of the SLA, I decided to go to 
Christine's house which I know as l4G6 East 54th 
Street in Los Angeles, California.
